Let Us Make Sure Our Best Interests Will Be Served 

And so a fair question— when you signed 
your name to the Merger Petition did you 
give careful thought to your act— and did 
you accord proper consideration to any 
of the following facts? 



That if instead of conducting our own 
affairs, as we have done for 40 years, that 
all decisions would be made for us, and 
all our moneys disbursed, by a board of 
14 or 15 commissioners, on which we might 
not have any direct representation, and, 
at the most, not more than two votes.

That in all elections involving Local Op- 
tions (which are bound to increase in view 
of obvious legislative trends) the decisions 
of the Township at large would govern 
the conditions which would exist here, 
even if our particular neighborhood were 
opposed to the project. 

That the opportunity will be gone forever 
to have the local swimming pool for which 
our youth has been clamoring for years 
and which now seems to be possible at a 
cost we will not feel. If you think for a 
moment, you will see why we can have a 
pool as a Borough, but it will be impossi- 
ble if we become part of the Township. 

That the ^'savings'* which arc claimed 
would quickly turn into extra taxes if the 
Township revised our assessments by only 
a third. Last week's advertisement proved 
LOWER MERION'S ASSESSMENT 
BASIS IS 100 PER CENT HIGHER 
THAN OURS. And nobody can deny 
that the first thing which will occur, if we 
are forced on the Township, will be a re- 
view and a definite readjustment of all our 
assessments. Naturally, our new bosses 
will start with a new inventory and why 
should they be tolerant of our values when 
we have insisted by process of law upon 
their taking us over? What a pretty mess 
indeed we might be inviting for ourselves? 
In fact, there is no "might" about it, for 
we would most certainly get it in the neck, 
as Mr. Logan's oiTicial survey shows. 

That if your present assessment is ^1500 
or less, there can be no "savings" even if 
yoiu- assessment remains the same. 



That there does not seem to be any sense 
or reason for us to pay ^10 to ^25 per 
household in the way of annual and per- 
ennial sewer rentals to the Township for 
the use of sewers which the citizens of the 
Borough paid for long ago? Isn't this like 
paying rent to an outside landlord for the 
privilege of occupying your own home? 



That we should hardly cry about our com- 
paratively small debt when every dollar 
we owe was authorized by us after a full 
discussion of the facts . . , and that if 
there are any tax inequities, as there may 
be in the case of widows and other dis- 
tress, official consideration can be more 
easily assured at home, where we are 
known to each other. 



That the excellent spirit which produces 
such things as our Fourth of July Celebra- 
tion, the Mardi Gras, our supremacy in 
sports, our alertness to all public questions, 
our success in every civic thing we under- 
take, is a direct fruit of local sovereignty, 
inasmuch as no place in the Township can 
submit anything like a similar record. 



That if you are a renter, isn't it reasonable 
and only fair to give right of way to the 
property owners in a matter of this kind, 
as, after all, they are apt to be more per- 
manent in their local abode, and won't 
you be impressed by the fact that very, 
very few of those who could really save 
taxes, i. e., if everything the merger lead- 
ers claim were 100% true, are on the 
Merger Petition, as such residents are in- 
variably and indignantly against the pro- 
posal. 



That the essence of American procedure 
is to have '*thc neighborhood as the basis 
of government," an established and well- 
proven fact to which the merger leaders 
agree completely, but they say it "won't 
work," in total disregard of the excellent 
manner in which it has "worked" for two 
full generations. 



That the much discussed School question 
could be settled in a few hours if it were 
approached intelligently, and with good 
will, as the total number of pupils on the 
South Side is only 77 (all ages) and why 
should we break up a self-governing Bor- 
ough merely to increase the convenience 
of this very small group when there are 
several other and more constructive ways 
to accomplish it? 



There arc other things to say, but that's enough to encourage you 
to start the contemplation which will result in a square deal for 
your home town. Many of your friends have removed their names 
from the Petition. They did not understand the real facts in the 
first case and were hurried into signing the thing without proper 
thought. Possibly that was the case with you? At any rate, think 
it over. You do not want to do yourself nor your town an injury. 

To destroy what has been 40 years in the building is a hazardous 
venture which prudent people will approach most caiuiously and 
they will need more than mere claims of alleged economy before 
they sanction any such uncertainty. 

There is an easy way to withdmw your approval if you have 
given it without proper reflection. Call any of the Committee 
for further information. The time is short — we all must hurry 
to save the day and the home-place which has served us so ex- 
ceedingly well.
